retrieving a printable document corresponding to the URL from a web site 
on the Internet : and 

printing the retrieved document.

b r ows e r; \ 

r eceiving a URL entered into th e provid e d web p ag e , the URL 
corresponding to a website having a transfer protocol not supported by the web b r owser; 
and \ 

creating a web page based ori contents of the website, the web page 
including a link to a directory, a link to a document, or links to a directory and a document, 

wherein, if a link to a directory is selected, a new web page is created 
including a link to a subdirectory, a link to a document, or links to a subdirectory and to a 
document. \ 

7. (Original) A method according to Claim 6v wherein the web page is 
accessed using HTTP, and the entered URL corresponds to a FTP using website. 

8. (Currently Amended) A method for p r oviding browsing of a remot e 
website, the method comprising: \ 

p r oviding a web page to a brows e r; \ 
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receiving a URL e ntered into the web pag e from a web browser, the URL 
cor r es p ond^ to a remote website: according to Claim L further comprising the steps of: 

rearing a web page based on contents of the website, the web page 
including hypertext, links, selecting a link; and 

issuing^ directory access command corresponding to the link, 

wherein, the command fails, a document is retrieved corresponding to the 

link, and 

wherein, if the command is successful succeeds , a new web page is created 
having hypertext links.

the URL from a web site on the Internet : and 

a printing step to print printing the retrieved document.

14. (Original) Process steps according to Claim 10, further comprising a 
converting step to convert the document to a print-ready format. 

15. (Currently Amended) Computer-executable process steps according to 
Claim 10, wherein the URL corresponds to a web site having a transfer protocol not 
supported by the web browser, stored on a computer- r eadable medium., the process steps to 
brows e the contents of a remote websit e , the processssteps further comprise: comprising: 

a p r oviding step to provide a w e b page Atom a print e r's embedded w e b 
server to a web browser; \ 

a r eceiving step to receive a URL entered into the provided w e b page, th e 
URL corresponding to a website having a transfer protocol not sW i ort e d by the w e b 
b r owser; and \ 

a creating step to create a web page based on contents of the website, the 
web page including a link to a directory, a link to a document, or links to\a directory and a 
document, \ 
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wherein, if a link to a directory is selected, a new web page is created 
including a link to a subdirectory, a link to a document, or links to a subdirectory and to a 
document. 

16. (Original) Process steps according to Claim 15, wherein the web page 
is accessed using HTTP, and the entered URL corresponds to a FTP using website. 

17. (Currently Amended) Computer-executable process steps according to 
Claim 10. further sto r ed on axomput e r-r e adabl e medium, the process steps to provid e 
b r owsing of a remote website, the proc e ss steps comprising the steps of : 

a providing step to provide a w e b pag e to a brows e r; 

a receiving step to receive a URL entered into the web page from a w e b 
brows e r, the URL cor r esponding to a remote w e bsit e ; 

a c r eating step to c re at e creating a web page based on contents of the 
website, the web page including hypertext links, selecting a link; and 

an issuing st e p to issu e issuing a directory access command corresponding 

to the link, 



wherein, if the command fails, a document is retrieved corresponding to the 



link, and 



wherein, if the command is successful succeeds , a new web page is created 
having hypertext links.
